This 
necessarily takes time, as it also does 
to bring up the immense supplies of 
shells required to sustain such a 
contest as awaits the enemy. No 
matter what losses have been suf- 
fered there is no course open to the 
enemy but to go on when he is ready.

His peo- 
ple are promised the annihilation 
of armies of their most formidable 
enemy.

War and Labor Departments Join in Proposal 
to Induct “Industrial Slackers,” Into Service 
Unless They Become Employed in.

WASHINGTON, April 6 
P.).—President Wilson had before 
him today a plan submitted by offi- 
cials of the War and Labor Depart- 
ments designed to use the mavcninery 
of the draft to put industrial slack- 
ers to work. Although the President's 
attitude toward the proposal, which 
would affect, in one way or another, 
the status of every one of the mil- 
lions of registered men, has not been 
indicated. officials appeared confi- 
dent that he will regard it favore- 
bly. 

The main purpose ofthis new 
program as agreed upon by the Prce- 
vost Marshal-General'’s office and 
Labor Department officials is to 
“purify” the first, second, third and 
fourth classes of registrants who are 
not engaged in productive industry, 
but the lower section of class one 
also is given attention.

Exemption Privilege Not a Right. 

Every registered man who has been 
given a deferred classification would 
be given to.understand that his ex- 
emption is not a legal right,but a priv-

is taken of that privilege it will be 
revoked. The proposal provides for 
a survey of the lower sections of 
class one and other classes to iden- 
tify idlers or those getting their liv- 
ing from undesirable or “harmful” 
pursuits. Gambling is suggested un- 
der the latter head. Notification 
would be served on these men that 
unless they found employment in 
useful industry their status would 
be changed, and they would be in- 
ducted into the military service im- 
mediately. 

To Classify Man Power. 

The plan is not designed to inter- 
fere in the slightest with the so- 
called nonessential industries. These 
may be affected to some slight d2- 
gree, but officials say such imjury 
would be offset many times over by 
the resulting national good to be 
obtained from the augmented labor 
supply and the greatly increased pro- 
duction of seaantinia’ > 

Administration officials who have 
participated in the preparation of 
the plan declare that the next step 
would be to obtain authority for the 
industrial classification of the man- 
power of the country up to the age 
of 50 years. s 

The principal increase to the la- 
bor supply is expected to be derived 
from men in the lower sections of 
Class 1 whose position in that class 


‘gives them practically deferred class- 


ification, 

With the addition of those who 
have reached the age of 21 since the 
passage of the selective service act, 
Class 1 will include not less than 
2,200,000 men. 

At present the top tier of men in 
Class 1 in any district may be com- 
posed of men who are steadily em- 
ployed in valuable industries while 
just below them in the same class 
may be a number of idlers. in such

Three Government mediators, 


Oscar F. Nelson and David W. Ben- 
jamin of the Department of Labor, 
and Maj. James Tole, Ordnance De- 
partment, will start work Monday 
with a new program. to end indus- 
trial strikes in St. Louis. They ar- 
rived from Washington last night 
with the committee of local labor 
officials, headed by Joseph Wora- 
cek, president of the Central Trades 
and Labor Union, which went to 
Washington last Saturday to get a 
clear definition as to the rights of 
workmen to organize and bargain 
collectively for their labor. 

The committee reported this morn- 
ing at 810 Chestnut street to the 
Labor Committee representing all 
trades in St. Louis that strikes are 
to be settled in accordance with the 
agreement reached by the Labor 
Policies Board a few days ago in 
which capital and labor affirmer the 
right .of men to .belong to labor 
unions and deal through these agen- 
cies with employers. 

Begin Work Monday. 

Representatives of all the trades 
on strike in St. Louis will meet Nel- 
son, Benjamin and Maj. Tole Monday 
to state their grievances. The three 
mediators then will confer with em- 
plovers at each plant affected by 
strikes and deal with each _ strike 
separately. By this means they hope 
to end all strikes in this city within 
the next 10 days. 

Maj. W. C. Rogers of the Ord- 
nance Department, who spent sev- 
eral weeks in St. Louis trying to ena 
all strikes simultaneously through 
conferences of groups of employers 
and union men, was called to Wash- 
ington last Saturday at the request of 
local labor leaders, who stated that 
his work was not in accord with the; 
program of the Department of La- 
bor. It was announced at Washing- 
ton that he will not return.to St. 
Louis at present. 

Mect Face to Face. 

Nelson, who also attended the 
Washington conference, said today 
that the method of settling strikes 
through boards and umpires will fol- 
low the directions of the Labor Poli- 
cies Roard, and that employer and 
employes in eac strike will be 
brought face to face in conference, 
as advocated by President Wilson in 
his speech to the American Federa- 
tion of Labor at Buffalo last Novem- 
ber. 

Woracek said the conference at 
Washington was highly satisfactory 
from the labor viewpoint, and that 
he would co-operate with the Fed- 
eral mediators to end strikes in this 
city.

FAST, DANIELS SAYS 


Declares in Address He Can 
Scarcely Find Names for 
Them. 


BALTIMORE, April 6 (By A. P.). 
Secretary of the Navy Daniels, in 
an address at a patriotic meeting of 
Methodist ministers and laymen last 
night in celebration of the ratifica- 
tion by the Maryland Legislature of 
the national prohibition amendment, 
discussed the war, Methodism and 
temperance. 

“Tl was born in the Methodist 
church and rocked in a Methodist 
cradle,” said the Secretary. “God 
bless the Methodist church. I will 
gay here, not to the discredit of any 
other church, the Methodists have 
sent more men into the army, more 
nurses to the front and more prayers 
ascend to heaven from its worship- 
pers than any other. 

‘“Sectionalism is the bane of Amer- 
jeans and is dead forever. I am 
launching destroyers so fast I can 
scarcely find names enough for them 
of Northern and Southern. men. 

‘There were some who said Amer- 
ficans were given to pleasure that 
they were soft and weak, but ten 
millions came out and strengthened 
our faith. 

Speaking of temperance, Mr. Dan- 
fels said: 

“The only safety is in total ab- 
stinence. The gospel of temperance 
is winning its way and the preach- 
ing of 50 years ago is bearing fruit. 
The day is near at hand when the 
amendment to the Constitution will 
be ratified.’’

The work of Missouri probation 
officers with delinquent children has 
been so effective during the last 
year that there are only 20 children 
in the State reformatories, according 
to J. P. Ossenfort, chief probation 
officer of St. Louis County, speak- 
ing at the monthly conference of 
the Social Welfare Association at the 
American Annex yesterday. 

The children, when brought before 
he Juvenle Courts are paroled to 
the probation officers, Ossenfort 
said. They arrange for the adoption 
of the children by families, or find 
positions for them. In very few in- 
stances, he said, do the children 
fail to become good men and women.

T0 FINISH STAND 
AT LOCAL THEATER 


Injunction Suit Filed by John 
Reisler Prevents Boxer From 
Completing Contract. 


JIM FLYNN 4 VISITOR 


Man Who Once Stopped Salt 
Lake Fighter. Seeking: Third 
Contest With _ 


Jack Dempsey, newest heavy- 
weight sensation, will be. unable to 
finish his theatrical engagement 
here. He was to have closed with 
a twin performance today, but be- 
cause of an injunction suit filed 
here yesterday by John Reisler of 
New York, Dempsey cannot com- 
plete his contract with the theater. 

Dempsey declared today that he 
had engaged attorneys and would 
contest the injunction filed by Reis- 
ler. Reisler seeks to restrain Demp- 
sey from boxing under anyone’s 
management other than himself. 

He relates that in 1916 in New 
York, Dempsey signed a contract to 
let him (Reisler) do all his mana- 


eral contests. He estimates his losses 
at $10,000, but will be satisfied if 
Dempsey returns to his managemen

Injunction Granted in New York. 
This is the second injunction suit 
filed by Reisler against Dempsey. In 


New York the Judge granted the re- 
straining order prayed for, but it is 
effective only in New York State. 

Asked‘ about the suit Jack Kearns, 
manager of Dempsey, said: 

Dempsey declares he was not of 
age when he signed the contract with 
Reisler and that because of this fact, 
the latter cannot prove his claim 
in court. The proceedings are due to 
come up for trial here Tuesday and 
Dempsey says he will contest it. 

“This trouble began in New York 
where a restraining order has been 
issued. I don’t think it will hold, 
when the permanency of it is properly 
tested. 

“Dempsey was barely 21 when he 
went East in 1916. He was ignorant 
as a wild ass. He fell into Reisler’s 
hands. Reisler is a barber in New 
York who dabbles in the fight game. 
He puts on a contract the name of 
every likely looking pugilist»that 
crosses his trail, in the hope that 
some day some one of them will come 
to life and be a meal ticket for him. 


Made $156 in 3 Fights. 


“He gets them for nothing and does 
little for them. He made three match- 
es for Dempsey in New York, I'm 
told—with Wild Burt Kennedy, Andre‘ 
Anderson and John Lester Johnson. 
For the three fights Dempsey was 
paid a total of $156, in one of which 
he suffered a broken rib. He was so 
little cared for by Reisler that he had 
to hock his clothing before the John- 
son fight, in order to get something 
to, eat. 

“Reisler did nothing to develop 
him, to bring him out or to put him 
on the map in. any way. Dempsey 
was an unknown working in Seattle 
ship yards when I found him.

It 
was the first lynching but the climax of a num- 
ber of attacks on men charged with disloyalty in 
Illinois and other states. 

The tide of sentiment against disloyalty and 
disloyalists, their plots and propaganda and 
vicious utterances, is rising steadily. It-is fed 
by charges and proofs of conspiracies, disloyal 
acts and utterances. 

There is nothing worse than lynch law, not 
even the crime which tnspires mobs to invoke 
it. Lynch law is the subversion of law and of 
rights under law. Every accused man is entitled 
to a fair trial in accordance with law. When 
mobs deny this right of trial according to legal 
processes the innocent may suffer as well as the 
guilty. Lynch law may be a cloak for personal 
enmity or prejudice. It is the instrument of un- 
bridled passion. 

When people are shocked by brutal crimes or 
aroused by propaganda and conspiracies which 
strike at the heart of the nation in a crisis of 
trial and danger it i> difficult to check mob vi- 
olence. It is difficult it not impossible to invoke 
the law against leaders of mobs. 

It is the part of wisdom to allay by all poe- 
sible means the popular indignation and fear 
which lead to lynching. This may be done by en- 
forcing the laws promptly and effectively against 
offenders guilty of crimes that provoke lynching. 
It may be stopped effectually by a cessation of 
such crimes. 

Since we cannot keep some persons from com- 
mitting the offenses it is the duty of law-abiding 
citizens to use all their power and influence to 
check mobs and prevent lynchings, to invoke

ITHIN half a minute most of 
W the fire was crushed to death.

The ledgers 
show to our eyes that we have given 
to our children our all; and the only 
returns we can see for our invest- 
ment of love and devotion are revel- 
liousness, selfishness, disobedience, 
discourtesy, perhaps stupidity, items 
which make us feel that we have 
spent our all to no purpose. -In our 
frantic depression we feel that we 
have failed; and we despairingly ask 
ourselves, why, when we have given 
all we had to give, should we fail? 

There may be many answers, or 
component elements of the full an- 
swer, to this despairing question of 
our hearts, but I am here going to 
deal chiefly with one answer. We 
fail because we expect too quick re- 
sults, because we are too impatient 
for the child's development. We 
want immediate profits from our in- 
vestment. We fail because we try to 
implant excellent precepts, and from 
them we expect immediately to 
spring a magically perfect child. 

There are few more important 
rules to remember in connection with 
the training of children than to ig- 
nore 99 per cent of the children’s 
mistakes; to notice only the signifi- 
cant points, only those of the child’s 
bad manners or bad habits that ac- 
tually spell destruction, that mean a 
serious injury either to the child 
himself, to other children, or to im- 
portant property. One important 
point noticed at the right time and 
corrected in as few words as possi- 
ble, the corrective statement made 
simply, definitely, and to the point, 
and if necessary repeated in evactly 
the same words so that there will be 
no doubt in the child’s mind as to the 
meaning of those words, one point 
so corrected will be more fruitful of 
good results than the most devoted 
attempt to watch over all faults 
every day.
